HE exercise so essential for 
building Health and Beau- 
ty will never be a pleasure per- 
formed on weak uncomfortable 
fect, yet these are often 
cause which leads many of us to 
shirk exercise altogether.

REFUSES TO CURB POWER 
OF GOVERNOR OF CEYLON 


DEMAND IN CEYLON FOR THE CURTAIL- 
MENT OF THE GOVERNOR'S SPECIAL POWERS 
AND FOR THE ADOPTION IN THE COLONY OF 
THE CABINET SYSTEM OF GOVERNMENT, HAS 
BEEN REJECTED BY THE SECRETARY OF STATE 


FOR THE COLONIES. 


Sir Edward Stubbs has communicated the reply of 
Mr. W. G. Ormsby-Gore in the following letter to the 
Boord of Ministers in Ceylon: 


Atle 
“TY have received a telegram 
from the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, in which he states 
that he has no objection to the 
publication of the memorandum 
of the Ministers dated the 19th 
March, 1937. oS 
“The Secretary of State how- 
ovor desires that the same public- 
ity should be given to a statement 
that he 
is unable at present to entertain 
any proposals {involving reduc- 
tion or materin] modification of 
the powers conferred upon the 
Governor and the Officers of 
State by Order-in-Council, 
and that in regard to the other 
proposed changes in the Constitu- 
tion he would not be willing to 
form any final conclusion until he 
has had full opportunity of dis- 
cussing the matter with myself 
and of ascertaining the views of 
all acctions of opinion in the State 
Council.” 


“AN UNQUESTIONABLE RIGHT" 


In the course of their memoran- 
dum, the Ministers state: — 

“In submitting our demands for 
reform on this occasion we would 
draw your attention to an import- 
ant matter on which Your Excol- 
Iency and your predecessor Inid 
very grent stress asa disqualifica- 
tion on our part, namely, the lack 
of unanimity of the Board of 
Ministers with respect to 
quostions of principle which 
would therefore havo no chance of 
accoptance by the Council os o 
whole, .. 


“We desire to preface this aub- 
mission with tho statement that 
tho alleged disqualification hithor- 
to: urgod against’, the Board of 
Minlstors han bepn offectively and 
radically romoved in. the formation 
of tho Board of Ministers of the 
present State Council and'that we 
havo thorofore gained an unquos- 
tlonnble right to have our pro- 
posals favourably considered on 
this o¢casion. 


UNITED DEMAND 


“Our demand is ao united one

CABINET FORM OF GOVERNMENT 


After enumerating the principal 
defects of the Executive Commit- 
ter form of Government, as they 
have actually emerged in the 
working of the present Constitu- 
tion, the memorandum states:— 

“ For these reasons we feel that 
a change in the Executive Com- 
mittee System is needed in the 
interests of good government, We 
urged on a previous occasion that 
the Committees might be retained, 
ifait all, in an advisory capacity. 
After further cureful considera- 
tion 
we have come to the conclu- 
sion that perhaps the best 
course would be an adoption 
of the ordinary Cabinet form 
of Government. The Gover- 
nor as head of the Adminis- 
tration ‘would call upon the 
person who, in his opinion, 
possesses the support of 2 ma- 
jority of the Council, to form a 
Government. 


AN ALTERNATIVE 


As an alternative, we, suggest 
that'the Chief .Ministormight ‘bo 
elected by the whéle! Council (as 
the Speaker fs electod) and that ho 
should choose his Cabinet, An ad- 
vorse vote on any matter of im- 
portance would involve — the re- 
signation of tho Cabinet and tho 
formation of another Government,

London, Yesterday. 

At yesterday’s meeting of 
the non-intervention committec 
His Majesty’s Government was 
asked to address to the two 
parties in Spain on behalf of 
the.27 governments represented 
on the‘committee, an appeal for 
protection of non-combatants, 
whether men, women or chil- 
dren, from the dangers to 
which they are subject and for 
the ending of summary or mass 
executions of individuals for 
political reasons. : 

The committee agreed on © this 
step because it was “deeply im: 
pressed by the sufferings inflict- 
ed upon the people of Spain by 
the tragic events which have mark- 
ed the present conflict and aro 
actuated by a desire to bring 
rellef to the families and homes 
of the Spanish people.” 


The appeal urges that “hostages 
and prisoners of war held by 
either party should be treated in 
necordance with humanitarian 
principles, that for tho future the 
syntem of hostages should bo 
abandoned and that all non- 
Spanish nationals held as prison- 
ers and who have taken no part in 
the present conflict should be re- 
leased. <= 

These principles . should be 
applied equally to civillan adher- 
ents of the opposite side in ter- 
ritory undor the control of the re- 
spective parties,

He gave evidence of secing the 
car purauc an erratic course along 
Waterloo Road. He did not actually 
witness the accident, hut heard two 
loud crashes. : 

Mr. Johnston, Manager of — the 
Kowloon Branch of Mensrs. Dodwell 
and ‘Company, said that the car, a 
Wolsey Hornet, had been in his 
hands on the Saturday previous to 
the accldent. The steering gear was 
without defect. In his opinion, 
nothing could have happened to the 
atcoring gear in the short time that 
had_ elapsed. . 

Cross-examined by Mr. Marton, 
witness said the car must have 
travelled . on two wheelx prior to 
turning over ons the rkid marks on 
the rond Indicated oa much. _ The 
brakes operated on all four whoels 
and would be useless in such a situa- 
ton. 

Re-oxamincd, witness admitted 
that if the brakes had been applied 
while the car was on two wheels, the 
awerve might have been accentuated. 


DEFENDANT'S 
FIRST STATEMENT 


Sergeant Serim’s 
Evidence 


Sergt. J. Serlm, of the Trafic De- 
partment, said he was first told of 
the aceldent at about 3 p.m. on May 
12, He went to Waterloo. Road and 
saw the car No. 3722 In a very badly 
damaged condition, Skid marks were 
visible on the road, 

Later. on, he went to the Kowloon 
Hospltal and saw Dr. Smalley — and 
defendant. He took Schnabel to 
Yaumati Police Station whero he 
volunteered to mako a statement, 
wherein he sald he had attended the 
Coronation parade at Happy Valley. 
After dismissal, he prococded to the 
Happy Valley Golf Club in the com- 
pany of Frost and saveral others. 
They then went ‘to the Hong Kong 
Club and changed from uniform into 
civilian clothes and then crossed to 
‘Kowloon where they boarded the 
Corfu and met some friends. 


LOST CONTROL 


After remaining on board about on 
hour they decided to go home. The 
provious night: Frost had complained 
of fecling ill and so, he (Schnabel) 
offered to drive the car home. Thoy 
walked to the car park where Frost 
gove him the key. and then procecd- 
-ed atong tho normal routc to Water- 
loo’ Road. Beyond the Railway Bridge, 
he was procecding at about 35 miles 
per hour when ho suddonly lost con- 
trol of the car, It skidded sevoral 
times and he then saw a gap in the 
nullah and mado for it. The car 
ovorturned, on its right sido,’ Ho 
was stunned but not unconscious and 
he immediately got out to look for 
Frost. : 


In reply to questions by Sergt.}- 


Scrim, Schnabel added to tho stato- 
ment that he had met Frost at 6.40 
om. at- the Star Ferry and. during 
the morning had had a bottle of Bass 
on the Corfu’ and a largo shandy at 
the Golf Club. Mr. Frost had had 
_ several boors at ‘tho Golf Club ‘and 
on .the. Corfu. | Frost was a very 
close friend of his and: ho had been 
Uving with him for somo time: - 
Continuing’ his oviderce, Sqrgt. 
Serim: sald that ho examine co car 
Jotor In the day. and jacking up alt 
‘four wheels, tested the brakes which’

DEFENDANT U?SET 


“Gross-examined by Mr. Darton, 
witness admitted that before leaving 
the Kowloun Hospital, he had been 
informed of the serious condition of 
Frost, Defendant was very upsct 
when the statement wos taken. 
Smalley montioned that Frost had 
been‘ drinking but Schnabel when 
sven by. witness, did not appear to 
have been doing fo at All, 


Behnabel did not say anything 
about Frost’s drinking’ except in 
reply to questions. 


“gorgt, Serim," noid Mr, Marton, 
“Mtr. Schnabel will give in evidence 
that Mr, Frost grabbed nt the wheel. 
Are the skid marks consistent with 
thin happening?” 

“Wf the passenger had grabbed the 
wheel,” replied witness, “I would 
have thought that at the apeed de- 
fendant snid the enr was travelling; 
it would have taken it right aff the 
rund.” - : 

Mr. Marton: If Mr. Frost had 
lenned over and grabbed the wheel 
with some force and Mr, Schnabel 
had, in his turn, applied pressure to 
xtrajghten the car, then the marks 
surely were connistent with his hap- 
pening. Witness agreed.

Visit To ‘Clubs And

OF LITTLE 
ENTENTE 
POWERS 


Budapest, Yesterday. 

The Danube Conference _ of 
the Little Entente is being fol- 
lowed with the greatest atten- 
tion in Hungarian political cir-

R. Stanley Baldwin stepped, out, of tho: arena with less 
dislocation of political business than.-Any Prime Minister 
since the Reform Bill a hundred years ago introduced at any 
trate the forms of Democracy into England. .When we recall 
that only two years ago he carried his party. into a renewed 
Period of office with an overwhelming majority that left the 
opposition whether Liberal or Labour dispirited and fecble, there 
is 8 paradox which is not easy to understand. We’shall not even 
begin to explain it unless we make allowance for the enormous 
growth of the constituencies. The hundreds of thousands of 
new voters belong to the class which has never been accustomed 
to follow debates. The party organisations are for the moment 
discredited because they appear to waste time in long and mean- 
ingless discussions, A man personally popular, with a simple pro- 
gramme, and the national interests at heart, obtained an im- 
pregnable position because there was an instinctive impulse to 
keep the nation united in face of the menace of dictators who 
had the power to move quickly toward their object, and there 
was great doubt as to what that might be, and considerable 
certainty that it would not be friendly. 


The instinct was sound, but one must note how our flexible 
constitution is bending to the breeze of the time spirit, which ia 
all in favour of personal government. The lesson to be learned 
from the nine heavy volumes in which Mr. Lloyd George, by way 
of “War Memoirs” sets forth his grievances against colleagues 
and subordinates for not’ having given him information that 
would have saved him from mistakes ig that he had upset the 
old system without having learned any of the technique of work- 
ing with a staff. The careful consultation with colleagues by 
memoranda such as are preserved in Lord Morley’s autobio- 
graphy, which made Cabinet responsibility reality, is ‘not rapid 
enough. Mr. Baldwin's extraordinarily frank speech in which 

he confessed that at the last gencral election he had alresdy 
made up his mind that rearmament was necessary, but did not 
say f0 because otherwise ‘“we'should have lost the election” 
embodied a new coriception of the functions of o leader. It was 
accepted because he had as-a fact kept the nation together. 


It is not likely that Mr. Chamberlain will hold the same 
philosophy. He probably could not afford to do so. Incon- 
sistencies would not receive the same kindly‘ interpretation. He 
was the leader of the section in the Cabinet that opposed sanc- 
tions against Italy on the ground that sanctions would 
merely irritant or Jead to war. He is in favour of the friendlicst 

‘|possible relations with the United States, and his own ‘mother 
was an American. He was in business on-his own account for 
over ten years, and has his own views of. financial policy, which 
do not include any doctrine of subservience to “the City”. He 
docs not expect that England will be able to return to a Gold 
Standard in his day, though he would have nw objection to it 
when possible. Meantime he is willing to buy it when it is 
cheap, with a view to selling it on the open market when a rise 
looks like upsetting commercial prices. He expects the price to

in return for concessions. The Dominion Premiers have found 
him congenial to work with, but he sticks closely to. business.

Many of the inhabitants of the 
sea feed almost exclusively on 
Plankton, Amongst these is. the 
squid which in turn is the cod's 
chief food, The cod themselves 
never experience the sun's light 
and warmth. 


Whilst all these experiments 
were being carried out in 
Vienna a German doctor made 
the diseuvery that if, in winter, 
light. baths” from as mercury- 
quartz lamp was substituted for 
the cod-liver of] treatment 
children quickly recovered from 
rickets. So it was then known 


that the rays from this form of: 


lamp were equivalent — to “cod. 
liver oil in treating rickets, But 
these ‘were like sun's rays, 
a fact which gave further con- 
firmation that animal fats in 
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their health giving capacity 
were jn some way related to sun- 
shine, whether artificial or na- 
tural, and that) Vitamin DD re- 
sulted in some peculiar manner 
from the relationship. 


About this time it was proved 
that it was the chemical, or 
atinie portion of the Sun’s rada- 
tion which produced these atrik- 
ing effects. Tt was noted that 
when the sun's light | passed 
through window-glass, which in- 
tercepts atinie rays, no curative 
effects were produced, Fortin: 
ately a number of periments 
threw light on the existing pro- 
blem. One of these consisted in 
keeping rats in the dark with- 
out any fat. These rats, whieh | 
would ordinarily have developed 
rickets, remained healthy. On 
the floor of their cages haa been 
spread some saw-dust which had 
been exposed to the sun's light. 
Svidently saw-dust was able’ to 
absorb the Sun's rays and give 
off power in the darkness of 
the cage, and about the same 
time an American scientist an- 
nounced that many foods which 
do not naturally contain animal 
fats could be endowed with the 
fat Vitumin by exposing them 
to quartz-mercury Jamps or the 
summer sun, 


The work of the lending ex- 
perimenters was now — directed 
to the substances in’ which 
Vitamin Dood be developed by 
the action. co. the atinie rays.

An echo of the alleged plot to kidnap the] 
Federal Chancellor, Dr. Kurt Schuschnigg, was 
heard yesterday when 31 Austrian Nazis appear-} 
ed in court on a charge of having committed acts 


with treasonable intent. 


The indictment declares, inter alia, that ac- 
cused planned to kidnap Dr. Schuschnigg and 


carry out a coup d’etat, 


The proceedings are being held in accord- 
ance with the stipulations of the Law concerning 


defence of the State. 


Chief accused is a man named Woetsche, gen- 
erally regarded as a fanatic and not fully respon- 
sible for his own actions. 


An Austrian by birth he has 
lived most of his life abroad, 
and came to Austria from the 
Argentine only last year. 

In the Argentine it is sald ho 
came into touch with a politically 
extremist movement of the radical 
type, and this led him into believ- 
ing that he waa destined to per- 
form a mission of “creating order’ 
in his native country. Oo 

Gince his return to Austria he 
had been in’ perpetual conflict 
with, the authoritics. 


FANTASTIC SCHEMES 

He had contacted many promin- 
ent Germans and Austrians and 
had concocted fantastic “schemes 
with them, all of which he entered 
in his diary, which is expected to 
provide important evidence at the 
trial of tho activities of the anti- 
Government group. 

Commenting on the trial, a 
newspaper says that the Austrian 
authorities evidently do not take 
Woetsche seriously, as his activi- 
tits: were publicly known since 
September last year. 


STRANGE DIARY 

No action was taken against 
him and it was only when he had 
succecded in interesting a number 
of opposition .members in. his 
schemes, that charges were pre- 
ferred against him and his asso- 
ciaten. 

Indicative of his tack: of 
mental balance, says the 
paper, is the fact thut he 
wrote down in his diary the 
names of persons whom he 
had never seen. 

The political opposition in Aus- 
tria welcomes the trial os it will 
put an end to irresponsible poll- 
tical mania. 

UNPLEASANT EMBARRASSMENT 

It is stressed that the intrigue 
did not succeed and would never 
have ‘succeeded In causing nation- 
al opposition in Austria to deviate 
from the path dictated by sense 
of political responsibility. 

The only deplorable aspect of 
the whole matter is that personali- 
ties who had nothing whatever to 
do with tho affair are to be drawn 
into this unpleasant atmosphere, 
the journal concludés.—Trans- 
Ocean,

The “Government Gazette” con- 
tains the draft of an Ordinance,

2. The Motor Spirit Ordinance, 
1930, refers specifically to aircraft 
in section 14 (1).

3. Section 30 of the Motor 
Spirlt Ordinance, 1930, provides 
that no person shall import any 
light oils for sale except under 
and In accordance with an Impor- 
ter’s liconce.

Abolition 


For Children 
Under 12 © 


Abolition of homework for 
children under twelve is recom- 
mended by the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

If homework were set to child- 
ren in the elementary schools at 
all it should be limited to four 
nights a week, says the report. [t 
should not exceed one hour a night 
between the ages of twelve and 
fourteen, nor take more than one 
and o half hours a gpight after 
that. 

Some homework is set in infant 
schools, a practice which the 
Board of Education “strongly de- 
precate.” 

The nervous: disorder of some 
young children was due to anxiety 
over the cxaniination for admis- 
sion to secondary schools. 

In selective central schools it 
had been found that homework in- 
creased as an examination drew 
near. :

The signatories are Holland, 
Belgium, Luxembourg, Denmark, 
Norway and Sweden, but the door 
is left open to adherents and Bri- 
tain’ has been specially invited to 
cooperate. : 

The agreement, which is intend- 
ed as a first step to lower trade 
barriers, consists of two parts. 
The first is an agreement between 
Holland, Belgium and Luxemburg 
allowing unrestricted imports of 
n certain number of goods ‘from 
the countries concerned, with an 
increase in tariffs. . 

The second part of the agree- 
ment refers to the four Scandina- 
yian countries and the Nether- 
lands Indies. It is agreed not to 
increase import duties on a cer- 
tain number of gooda fram the 
territories concerned, and no, new 
trade restrictions are to come into 
force. 

All six signatories further agree 
to advise ench other, should they 
intend bringing into force any 
further trade restrictions. They 
will also ascertain what undesired 
commercial practices are hamper- 
ing their’ mutual trade. 

After the first year the agrec- 
ment will be prolonged and per- 
haps extended, 3 : 

It is emphasised that on no ac- 
count are any clauses concerning 
the most favoured nation treat- 
ment with any country endanger- 
ed by this agreement.

There were from eight to 4 
dozen other people who lived at 
the Luarca and ate in the dining 
room but for Paco, the youngest 
of the three waiters who sorved 
at table, the only ones who really 
existed were the bull fighters. 

Second rate matadors lived at 
that pension because the address 
in the Calle San Jeronimo was 
good, the food was. excellent and 
the room and: board was cheap. 
It is necessary for a bulj fighter 
to give the appearance, if not of 
prosperity, at least of respectabi- 
lity since decorum and dignity 
rank above courage as tho virtues 
most highly prized in Spain, and 
bull fighters stayed at the Luarca 
until their last pesetas were gone.

At this time there were threo 
full matadors living at the Luarca 
as well aa two very good picadors, 
and one excellent bandorillero, 
The Luarea was luxury for the 
picadors and the banderilleros, 
who, with their families in Seville, 
required lodging in Madrid dur- 
ing the spring season; but they 
were well paid and In the fixed 
employ of fighters who were 
heavily _ contracted during the 
coming season, and the three of 
these subalterns would probably 
make much more apicce than any 
of the three matadors. Of the 
three matadors one was' Ill and
